Asbell, it will be remembered, kill­ 
ed his wife on January 
29, 1896, 
and was convicted 
and sentenced 
to life imprisonment. 
T he murder was the outgrowth of 
a family quarrel caused by alleged 
intimacy of the defendant and M ag­ 
gie 
Whitehouse, 
the 
iS y e a r.o ld 
daughter of 
Mrs. 
Asbell, by 
her 
first husband. 
Asbell was wealthy, 
and a hard fight was made in the 
supreme court to 
have the case re­ 
versed and remanded for trial, but 
without avail. 
In the decision of 
affirmation the court said: 
" I t is earnestly insisted that the 
verdict is not sustained by the evi­ 
dence. 
After a careful reading and 
consideration of the same we are 
united in the opinion that the testi­ 
mony sustains the finding that the 
defendant committed the offense as 
charged. 
The relations which e x ­ 
isted between the 
defendant and 
Maggie Whitehouse, as well as be­ 
tween him and the deceased, 
fur­ 
nish a motive for the commission 
of the offense. 
T he testimony makes it very im ­ 
probable that it was a case of sui­ 
cide, and there is much in it which
